Enemies, are not deterredfrom ſo ebil an Action. And fozaſmuch as it will much conduee to the God and Benefit of Our Subjects, 
that all the Laws in Fozce foz Setting the Pez on Wozk thzoughout Pur Kingdom,ſhould be duly Pdſerved and put in Execution; We 
therefoze out of Dur Pzincely Care and Tenderneſs foz the Good and Welfare of Our Subjects, and foz their Eaſe and Relief in the Pze- 
miſles, have thought fit (by and with the Advice of Our Pzivy Council) to Publiſh this Our Royal Pzoclamation, hereby Charging 
and Commanding all and every of Dur Judges, Juſtices of the Peace, Payozs, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, and all other Our Magiſtrates, 
Officers and Minilters whatſoever, and Wherefoever, within Our Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon 
Tweed, Chat they and every of them Within their reſpective Places and Yuriſdictions, do cauſe the ſaid Acts made in the Fifth and Sirth 
Pears of King Edward the Sirth, againſt Regtatoꝛs, Fozeſtallers and Yngroſſers, and the ſaid other Act made in the Fifth Year of Auen 
2. the Parts and Baanedes thereof pac ( ſpy and een Exerarion Aug pe Hep s fahr Care, an dle way Bae 
That no Licences be granted toany Badger, Lader, Kidder, Carrier, oz Buyer of Cozn 02 Gzain, but only accozding to che Directions 
of — Acts, and to AE werfons onty as are 02 chali be duly qualified fox os fre; and under tuch Hurety by gn Oz © os =_ 
wiſe, as thole Acts require; And allo co take care that all Perſons who ſhall pzeſume to Buy and Engzoſs any Cozn, Szain,o: other dead 
 Uicuais,withoutLicence,and all ſuch as having Licences foz thatpurpoſe,ſhall not duly and ſtrictly comply with and obſerve the Conditi⸗ 
ons and Lerms of their Licences and Securities, be effectually Pzoſecuted and Pzoceeded againſt, accozding to the Purpozt and effect ok 
the ſaid Statutes ; And that all fines, Fozfeitures and Penalties ariſing thereby, be duly Levied,AnſWered and Patd as thoſe Acts direct. 
And in regard it is moſt pzobable that the Expoꝛters or Con to France, oz the French Kings Dominions, are ſuch as Buy and Engzols 
the ſame, contrary to the ſaid Dtatuces of King Edward the Sirth, and Mueen Elizabech, Foz the further Pzevention therefoze of ſuch 
Expoztation, Ile do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command, as well all Our Judges, Juſtices of the Peace, Mapoꝛs, Sheriffs, Ma⸗ 
- aniſtrates, and the Commiſſioners of Pur Cuſtoms, and all other Our Officers and Miniſters, foꝛ the time being, of and belonging to 
Dur Cuftom-Houſes and Pozts, within this Pur Realm of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, and all 
other Our Officers, Miniſters, and Loving Subjects whatſoever, that they and every of them in their reſpective Places, Stations and 
Employments, do uſe all -Lawful Ways and Means foz the Diſcovering and Pzevencing of all Expoꝛtation of Coꝛn to France, oz other 
the French Kings Dominions : We being Reſolved, and do hereby ſtrig iy Command, That the ſaid Act againſt Cozreſponding with 
Sur Enemies, be in all Parts thereof ſtrictly Executed, and all Offences and Offenders againſt the ſame Punilhed accozding to the 
utmoſt Rigour of the Law. And if it ſhall oz may be Diſcovered, oz upon reaſonable Gꝛounds Suſpected, that any Cozn oz Gzain is 
Intended 02 Bought to be Expoꝛted to France, oz any the French Kings Dominions, 02 to be Expoꝛted by any Perſons that got the ſame 
into their Hands, by Buying oz Engroſſing contrary to Law that due, ſtrict and ſpeedy Pzoſecution be made of ſuch Offenders and 
NPffences, attoꝛding to the utmoſt Rigour of Law. And foz the better Encouragement of all ſuch as ſhall make Diſcoveryof any Per- 
ſons, who, lince the making the ſaid Act againſt Copreſponding with Dar Enemies, have, o2 hereafter ſhall Carry oz Tranſpozt any 
Cozn 02 Gꝛain to France, 02 any of the French King's Dominions, We do hereby Declare, That the Perſon oz Perſons (other then the 
Maſter of the Ship oz Ueſſel, wherein ſuch Tranſpoztation hath been, on ſhall be made, and the Parties Pntereſtedin the Cozn ) making 
fach Diſcovery, and giving Evidence in oꝛder fo Conviction, ſhall, upon Certificate from the Judges oz Pagiſtrates befoze whom ſuch 
Offender ſhalt be Convicted, not only have and receive a Reward of Two hundzed Pounds fo2 every Ship and Ueſſel, ſo Trauſpozting, 
oz having Tranſpozted Cozn as afozeſaid,to be Paid by the Lozds Commiſſioners of Our Treaſury,o2 d Treaſurer foz the time being, 
but allo ſhall have and receive Our G2acions Pardon foz ſuch Offences, ſoas Diſcovery be made of Offences paſt, within the Space of 
Thick Months next enſuing the Date hereof, and of future ces within the line Space ot Thꝛee Months nert after the Time of fuch 
Tranſpoztation. And We do hereby Require and Charge all Pur Officers, Miniſters and Loving Subjects whatſocver, to be Aiding 
and Aſlilting in the due Execution of Our Nopal Will and Pleaſure herein Erpzefſed, under the Pain of Our High Diſpleaſure, and of 
ſuch Pains and Punilhments as may by Law ve Jnfficted upon the Contemners of Dur Ropal Authoꝛity.
